ends to do their bit. Pres. Dougin'- 
■was profuse in his thanks to all 
those who have helped the home 
surmount the obstacles in it’s path 
and he also expressed the hope that 
he can count on the co-operation 
of the deaf of the state during the 
coming year. 

In his report, Supt. Lionel Weese 
enumerated the various changes 
and improvements that have been 
made in and around the home and 
farm during his term of office, 
which began on March 1st of this: 
year. He reported that the crops 
turned out pretty good. He also! 
reported that the live stock and 
poultry are doing fine. Supt. Weese: 
turned over a check for one thou¬ 
sand dollars to Treas. Yoder as part: 
of the proceeds from the farm.

Our Indianapolis 
Deaf club’s team will play in this 
league along with five other teams:

Wars, Bus’s Service, Royal Crown 
Cola and the Moose. Manager Fred 
Hazel is also arranging several 
week-end games with other deaf 
teams from near-by cities. We 
hope to publish their basketball 
schedule in the December issue.

Claude bowls 3 times a week and 
a recent check-up shows him with 
averages of 190, 188 and 192, re¬ 
sulting from such large scores as 
681, 656 and 602. He is planning 
to bowl in the World’s Singles Clas¬ 
sic at Marion, Illinois, on Novem¬ 
ber 4, for the first prize of $500. He
